Says Starvation Lot 
Of Millions Unless 
Quota Is Raised 


Speaking to an overflow audi- 
ence in the Kirshbaum Center on 
Thursday night on behalf of the 
Jewish Welfare Fund campaign, 
which opened this morning, Rabbi 
Abba Hillel Silver pleaded with 
his listeners to send back to their 
fellow Jews who have been beaten 
in body, and harrowed in spirit, 
who are hungry, hounded and ex- 
iled, a message of strength and 
courage. “Tell them,” he said, 
“you have not been forogtten. Mil- 
lions of loyal hearts beat with love 
and solicitude for you. Your day 
of vindication and restitution is 
sure to come! 

“We who are raising or contrib- 
uting relief funds at this time in 
order to assist the victims of ag- 
gression, tyranny and intolerance 
abroad, are doing much more than 
extending help to men, women and 
children in their dark hour of 
need,” Rabbi Silver declared. “In 
a profounder sense, we are build- 
ing dikes against the flood of spir- 
itual anarchy which is engulfing 
our world,” he continued. “We are 
throwing up a Maginot Line of 
human compassion across the path 
of an invasion which has been 
threatening the very character of 
-our Ccivilization-and-the whele.gpir-.- 
‘tual life of man.” igre 2 < 

Rabbi Silver pointed out that 
thousands inside of Germany are 
unable to leave because of lack of 
funds and therefore will lose their 
visas. In addition to providing 
transportation it is necessary to 
contribute toward the maintenance 
of the refugees, he said. In Bel- 
gium, he added, refugees receive 
20 cents a day. This assistance 
may be cut to 10 cents a day un- 
less more adequate funds are 
available. Funds for use in Poland 
are now so small, due to the great 
emergency, that it is possible to 
continue only a fraction of the 
work. Today half a million people 
get one meal a day at the J. D. C. 
soup kitchens. Unless this is con- 
tinued, 150,000 people will actually 
die of starvation, Rabbi Silver as- 
serted; 150,000 tragedies for 
which, rightly or wrongly, the 
Jews of America will be held re- 
sponsible.
